Amongft the many examples in Hiftory of 
both kinds, none has been mere conf{picuous and uni- 
verfally known to the World, than that of Komeand 
Carshage: the ftate of the Romans being as flourifhing, 
as their fidelity was conftant, and alfo the perfdity of 
the Carthaginians was as fully recompenfed by their ill 
fuccefles and ruine. For altho far fetcht pretences 
may for fome time dazle perfons eyes, yet 1t has been 
generally obferv’d that foener or later the perndious 
have been rewarded with deftruétion.

As foon as Auguffus was become mafter of the 
republick, the Roman Lav received great additions, by 
thofe Laws the people eftablifhed in the Campus 
Martius with the confent of Auguftus, who was not 


difpleafed with the granting them this thadow of 


liberty s by the decrees of thie Senate; by the Authori- 
ty of thole Lawyers to whom the Emperour gave 
power ; by the perpetual Edict that Julian compofed ; 
and by the Confticutions, Refcripts, Ediéts and Decifi- 
ons of the Emperours. 

To reconcile the divers Laws of the Emperours 
Which {eem to oppofe one another, they may be 
diftinguifh’d, into three periods: The firft, thofe of the 
1eathcn Emperours; from Augustus unto Conflantine, 
which was a little mere than three hundred vears. 
The fecond from Conffantine untill Theodofius the younger, 
of about an hundred and thirty years. And the third 
peried from this Theodefius until Jujtin the fecond, of 
about an hundred years. After which Ju/tinian 
the great reftorer of the Roman Law publifhed his 
Code, which with his inflitutions, and thirteen Fitts, 
make the laft of his Collettions coacerning the Law. 
And all thefe books together with thof of fome 
other Fimperours compole what is called the Rody of
